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THE TOBACCO MABKETS

Up to yesterday approximately
260,000 pounds of pooled tobacco
Txad been received at the Paris ware-
houses of the Burley Marketing As-
sociation. This tobacco has been
securely stored on the floors, under
the supervision of Manager John M.
Clay and his assistants.

Manager Clay announces that he
had been instructed to increase
the cash advance to members of the
Association When their tobacco is
delivered. The advance applies to
practically every grade. Farmers
who have already delivered their to-

bacco and received an advance will
he mailed the difference in the ad-
vance they received and the present
price from the home office in Lex-
ington.

With the delivery of part of the
1922 crop before the holidays money
should loosen up considerably for
Bourbon county growers. With ev-
ery indication that the final pay-
ment on the 1921 crop will be made
early in January and with pros-
pects of practically all of the 1922
crop being sold by the Association
in winter order, assuring an early
payment, Bourbon county farmers,
as well as all 'other farmers through-
out the Burley belt, are facing the
greatest era of prosperity in several
years. No other agency has meant
so much to the farmer as the
operative Burley Tobacco Marketing
Association.

KENTUCKY'S AVERAGE TAX
BATE IS $1,064

The average county tax rate for
Kentucky for 1922 for the general
revenue, school and road purposes
is $1,064, according to an an-
nouncement made by. the State tax
Pftnim icctnn Tonlrcnn ntirl CxtTt
counties, with rates of $1.45 each,
have the highest rate, while Clark
county, with 3 62 cent rate, has the
lowest.

Woodford is next to the lowest
with a rate of 63 cents. Fayette
and Franklin counties have rates
of $1.20 each and Jefferson county,
outside of the city limits, has a rate
of 95 cents.

In addition to the county rate,
each county must pay a 40-ce- nt

State rate. Most of the money
paid for taxes is spent locally as for
every $1 given to the State, the
county gets $2.66 for local purposes.
